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1. The two Invoices referred above reached my desk last week with 
only partial certification on Reference B and without certification at all 
on Reference A. 


2. In the course of attempting to clear this up, I met with

1961. Of the total amount on Reference A, I am satisfied with $390.05, 
representing materiel charges, labor costs, and a landing fee as described 
in the body of the invoice. I find myself at odds, however, with $+08.83 
identified simply as "ear rental, taxis, and telephone charges" 

3. On invoice No, 2092, I find no quarrel with $1,219*23, represent- 

ing material and POL, but I cannot say the same for $296.90 of this 
voucher which is again for taxis, telephone calls, and car rental. 
Specifically, I raised the question about the need for these items as a 
charge to the I I accounts with I I since I was 

interested in discovering who authorized charges of this sort.

negative. I am not saying that chargee such as these cannot be properly 
defended, but I do think two things are wrong: (l) There appears to be 
no person who has author ised them from Headquarters, and (2) the pilots 
themselves furnish 1 I with no back-up information to support their 

requests fo r reimbursem ent; i.e., receipts. In view of the fact that we 

are paying a day for the services of each of these pilots, 

1 wnder if we are not out of line simply to permit the 
individuals to rack up charges of this kind without any form of control 
whatever. I wish you would look into this matter and make a recommenda- 
3£j} o? sard ^ n f the settlement of the two outstanding amounts; i.e., 
.AO0.03 on Reference A and $596.9 0 on Ref erence B. I do t hink it would 

meantime to pay \ [the sum of $390.05 on Reference 

A and $1,219.23 on Reference B.
